Wasnrroror, July .- Grow ds such as had 
not thronged the Senate in months packed 
the galleries to-day. The House and the 
President had yesterday thrown down the 
@euntiet to the Senate on the tariff question 
and a pitched battle was expected. The Presi- 
Gent pro tem, Mr. Harris of Tennessee, 
rapped the chamber to order. 

While the chaplain delivered his invoca- 
tion, Senator Blackburn of Kentucky, in a 
pink neglige shirt, stood at his desk, looking 
asifhe were a judge at a Kentucky derby. 
The ‘‘conservative’’ Democrats—Mr. Brice, 
in an immaculate suit of white flannel; Mr. 
Gorman, in a sedate suit of blue, 
and Mr. Smith, in a long black frock 

* grouped together on the 
Democratic side. Mr. Hill sitting far back 
chatted merrily with Gen. Dan Sickles, the 
one-legged veteran of Gettysburg. Senators )

peared amusedat the storm which threat- 
ened to break across the political aisie.

A 6HOT AT CLEVELAND. 

Senator Voorhees, the Tall Sycamore of the 
Wabash, Chairman of the Finance Commit-

he said, when the bill passed the Senate two 
Weeks ago that it had been perfected. But 
the events of the last twenty-four hours had 
confronted the Democratic party with the 
possibility of the failure of all tariff legisia- 
tion at this session. If so the responsibility 
must be placed where it belonged. 

He criticised the President for violating“

am not required to defend the propriety or 
wisdom of the promulgation of this letter at 
this pecullar time. It may Rave deen indis- 
creet; it may operate as a fire brand to 
spread the names of discord already kindled 
among party friends, honestly differing, as I 
am disposed to concede, * questions of 
public and party policy. It was a time for 
diplomacy, statesmans): pana conciliation, 
rather than recrimination, denunciation and 
arraignment. 

But aside from the question of its mere 
expediency, [am here to defend the Pres!- 
dent's letter in so tar as it demands that 
the party shail not be led astray into the 
violation of Democratic pledges and princli- 
ples. Upon the question 8 raw ma- 
terials the President is right and you Know 
it. You cannot answer his arguments. You 
cannot successfully dispute his 
— 1 — You cannot doubt 

sincerity patriotism. You 
must ‘lela in the end to his 
views. You cannot stand up against the 
sentiment of the great Democratic masses of 
the country, which will rally around the 
President in his contest with you upon this 
particular branch of the subject. he time 
to yleld is now before there is further 
humiliation, embarrassment and discord. 


THE POINT AT ISSUB. 

Mr. President, having demonstrated that 
the true Democratic theory of revenue re- 
form requires that free raw materials shoulda 
be its distinguishing feature, let us next in- 
quire whatisthe condition which now con- 


fronts us. The Senate bill which has been 
passed violates this Democratic theory, and 
whileit reduces the duty on iron, coal, lead and 
some other raw materials, from those im- 
posed under the McKinley law, and in that 
respect is commendable, it nevertheless Im- 
poses some duties thereon aod thereby falls 
to redeem our pledges. Itis not a question 
ofthe amount of duties which may Im- 
posed, a question of principle is involved, 
and a single penny duty violates our prom- 
ises and places us in a false position. The 
President well says there can be no compro- 
mise on a matter of this character, where a 
vital principle is at stake. 

The House of Representatives, fresh from 
the people, which represents more distinetly 
and peculiarly than we dothe taxing power 
of the people, repudiates our bill and a Dem- 
ocratic President has emphasized that re- 
pudiation.and the condition which confronts 
us ia one of extreme embarrassment. Shall 
were tor. ance? Shall We 

the House while we cam do hon 

shall we wait until we are driven to it. 

In the light of the letter of President 
Cleveland, the House cannot honorably re- 
treat. It has no other alternative except to 
insist upon its bill wherein it provides for 
free raw materials. The President can- 
not approve the Sonate bill after 
what he has said in this remarkable 
letter. He arraigns the Senate and 
intimates thatthe enactment of the Senate 
— means ‘‘paity perfidy and party dis- 

honor. These are strong words which tue 
President of the United States would not use 
toward a measure which he ever expected 
afterward to approve. 

**This letter, unusual and unprecedented in 
its character and method of promulgation 
though it may be, nevertheiess clearly fore - 
shadows a veto of the Senate bill even if the 
House should finally concur in our amend- 
ments. What person would expect the 
President to approve the Senate bill after its 
vigorous and scathing denunciation con- 
tained in his letter? You would think less of 
bim for his — 4. inconsistency. 

No, this letter is signifeant; it is a bold, 
vigorous, even if imprudent letter. It means 
war to tue knife against the Senate Dill; it 
justifies much that has Deen said against the 
Senate bill during ali the last three months; 
it means that it can never receive Executive 
approval; it means that the Senate cannot be 
permitted to abandon or surrender the great 
underlying principles for which we struggled 
and lost in 1888, and fought and won in 1892. 

CLEVELAND I8 RIGHT. 


**The President is right; there is no middle 
ground which wecan occupy. No bill which 
does not provide forfree raw materials can

form. This defnition is ample and suMcient 
and will redeem our pledaes if itis honestly 
approved.

If the President in his wisdom had 
seen fit, while the debate was ro- 
gressing in the Senate, to have aided 
my efforts to secure adhesion to this 
principle, by expressing his views in 
favor thereof in some 1 and legit- 
imate way, I should — — gratified 
andit unquestionably would have been o 

ractical vanefit to the cause. I rejoice that 

e has expressed them even now, although I 
am not requ.red to defend the manner and 
form of their presentation even if so re- 
quired, which I do not assume. 


AS TO SUGAR. 

**I respectfully differ from the President 
in his assumption that a tax on sugar is 
necessary at this time conceding that an 
Income tax is to be retained, Clearly 


both are not needed for any legitimate 
purposes of the Treasury. The President 
speaks of the ‘Democratic principle and 
policy which led to the taxation of 
suger.’ Heasserts that in the taxation of 
sugar ‘we are in no danger of ee coun- 
ter to Democratic principie:’ I desire only 
to su tthat if it was desirable that sugar 
should be taxed, as a legitimate and logical 
article of revenue taxa on, as he now says, 
— seems strange that the President did not 
in his last annual message make same inati- 
mation, suggestion or recommendation to 
that effect. 

**He indorsed the Wilson bill explicitly in 
his message, although it provided subdstan- 
tially for free raw sugar. ue rmitted the

How He Secured the Keys ef the Jail

TRENTON, N. J., July 20.—Joseph Wallwits 
was hanged to-day for the murder of Deputy 
Prison-keeper James B. Lippincott. Death 
resulted guickly. Just before going to the 
scaffold Waliwitz made a long, rambling 
speech, repeating his old story that he did 
not fire the fatal shot. 

He claimed that Lippincott was shot by 
Deputy Keeper Leonard. 

THE CRIME OF WALLWITE. 

The crime for which Joseph Wallwits was 
hanged wasthe murder of Deputy Prison- 
keeper James P. Lippincott, in the State 

rison, Trenton, on the’ night of March 1. 


Wallwitz was serving a seven years’ sen- 
tence in State prison for horse 1 at = 
time.

Dreher, the last captured, 
Was arrested by Officers Dreas, Richter and 
Lynch of the sixth Districtinthe stable of 
Robert Prendivilie, 2515 (Pratrie avenue, 
rtiy after 9 o’clock. Dreher made a 
Gesperate resistance and was subdued by the 
Officers after a hard struggle. He was taken 
ck to the Insane Asylum dy order of acting 
pt. Fox, of the Sixth District. 


DREHER’S DESPERATE RESISTANCE. 
Dreher’s mother-M-law and father-in-law, 
Mr. and Mrs. Lewitzg, and his sisters and 
Drothers reside at the corner of Prairie 
avenue and North Market street and 


Officers Dreas, Richter and Lynch were de- 
tailed to search the neighborhood, Officer 
Dreas discovered Dreher in Prendiville’s 
loft. He was barefooted, bareheaded and 
coatiess, being garbed only in jeans nts, a 
cotton shirt and a pair of ola suspenders. He 
feigned sleep when the policeman ap- 
2 ulm, but when shaken up came 

own tu the yard without a struggle. Once 
inthe yard he was grabbed by the trio of 
biue coats and hustled off down Prairie ave- 
nue towards Easton avenue, the nearest point 
from which a patrol wagon could 
be called. He began to resist vigorously, 
trying his best to bite his captors. At Easton 
avenue Acting Sergeant Khodman had to De 
called tn to assist in holding the prisoner. 
The officers had to handcuff him and pin him 
to the sidewalk to subdue him, 

There probably would have been consider - 
able excitement in the neighborhood of 
Prairie avenue and North Market street had 
it been known that Dreher was in Prendli- 
ville’s loft; as it was the Prendiville family 
knew nothing of his presence until the 
officers ied him through the yard. At the 
sight of his stresaiing with the officers his 
mother and sisters, however, did consider- 
able screaming. 


AN INGENIOUS ESCAPE. 
The escape was most ingeniously planned 
and carried out with an attention to details 
which would seen hardly compatible witha 
Giseasead mind. It had evidently been 


thought out some time in advance, and the 
attendants are of the opinion that Dreher 
was the moving spirit and engineer of the 
scheme. 
The three men were confined in what is 
wn as thaesouth dormitory, inthe crim- 
al ward on ird foor. Nearly all the 
inmates of this wardare offenders against 
the law, and as a consequénce this portion 
of the bullding has deen made especially 
strong. Every night whenthe patients re- 
tire their clothes are taken away, and a 
Watchman makes an inspection of each room 
at least every hour. 

inalifive men sieptin tke room in which 
Dreher and his companions in the escape 
Were confined, but two of them, Albert 
Tootenberg and Adolph Bly, failed to avail 
themselves of the chance to leave the 
institution. 

Shortiy after the patients had retired last 
night Dreher broke one of the windows in 
the room. object in this was to 
secure a of giass with 
which blankets into 
strips for the purpose of makinga rope. The 
watchman heard the noise aud opened the 
door to investigate, but seelng the patients 
— all peaceably asleep in their cots 
and no sign ot disorder, coneluded he must 
have been mistaken and left the room again 
without noticing the broken window pane. 

In an instant after the door was closed 
Dreher was out of bed and, with the assist- 
ance of one of his companions, had in a few 
moments cut two blankets into strips and 
tied them together, forming a rope some 

length. One end of

bars of the window andthe other left dangl- 

ing Outside. Next the springs of the cot were 

wrenched from the iron frame and a corner 

of the wooden frame in which they were 

fastened used asa lever to break one of the 
stout iron bars in the window.

The escape was not unattended with great 
@anger. The room in which the men were 
confined was onthe third story and at least 
Amy feet from the ground.

As TO THE FLOOD, DOCTORS DIFFER. 


Some Think It Local to the Buphrates. 
Others the Melting of the Ice Age. 


From the London Globe. 

Suess, in Das Antlite der Erde, and 
Neumayer, in ‘‘Erdesgeschichte,’’ have at- 
tempted to show that the Mosaic account of 
the deluge was copiea with little change 
from an original Assyrian version, and that 
it was a local food which took place in the 
plains of the Tigris and Euphrates, notin the 
Valley of the Jordan. In a recent number of 
Natur Wochenschrift, however, Herr Richard 


Hennig tries to prove that a general flood 
took place in the Ice Age during the Quater- 
nary period. 

Many facts, such as evidences of glaciation 
and lowering of temperature, found in the 
rocks and in sagasand myths, as well as the 
vast extension of a great lake in the far West 
of America, whose level was 1,000 feet above 
that of the Salt Lake, go to prove that floods 
accompanied the retreat of the glaciers. 
Countries in warmer iatitudes, for example, 
the Sabara, were converted into seas and 
swamps, or were locally flooded. Isolated 
lands Kept clear of the inundation, for in- 
stance, gypt; but we mey remina Herr 
Hennig that, according to Herodotus, Egypt 
was in great part a marsh. 

It is curiogs to note, in connection with the 
glacial theory, that an old Aryan tradition 
tells of the Aryans having been driven 
from their original seat by the country de- 
coming colderand the winter longer. The 
German food saga tells that the floods of 
the North came far from their home, and 
were turned into ice, and the ice st still 
and the mist which hung over it frose.

THE HOUSE'S COURSE. 


The spirit of enthusiastic opposition to 
any surrender to trust demands shown by 
the Democratic majority of the House re- 
news popular faith and hope in the 
triumph of honest tariff reform. 

The House is now master of the situa- 
tion. It can at any time pass the Gorman 
atrocity, and thus secure something a 
shade better than the McKinley atrocity. 
But it has no right to assume that this 
action will de necessary. Its duty is to 
fight the battle of the people against the 
robber combinations and force their allies 
in the Senate to take a public stand on one 
side or the other. 

The least the Democrate in Congress can 
give the country is the parsimonious re- 
demption of Democratic pledges embodied 
in the Wilson bill. By adhering firmly to 
their ultimatum of yesterday the House 
Democrats can either secure the adoption 
of the Wilson bill without the votes of the 
Gorman elique of Senators, Which would 
bea most gratifying result, or, if this 
small measure of reform is rejected 
through the votes of these traitors, the 
responsibility will be fixed where it be- 
longsandthe Democratic party will be 
well rid of the allies of Reed and McKinley

The only danger of this course is that 
Gorman, Brice, Smith and Hill may sneak 
back into Democratic ranks and cover 
their attempts to betray the party by 
forced votes foran honest measure.

AN OBJECT LESSOR, 


The technicality by which the prosecu- 
tion in the Ziegenhein case was defeated 
shows the ease and impunity with which 
frauds and collusions may be practiced in 
the Collector's office under the present 
system of assessing and collecting mer- 
chante’ and manufacturers’ licenses, to 
beat the State out of its just revenues. 

If $4,102 can be paid into the Collector's. 
office without being recorded on the 
books, without being accounted for, with- 
outan explanation of its disappearance 
from the Collector, without the possibility 
of discovering and punishing the thief 
why cannot 550,000 or $100,000 be disposed 
ot in the same way? It the rake-off from 
the total payment of §9,580 by one concern 
is $4,102 what is the total rake-off from 
thousands of license payments? 

The Ziegenhein case is an object lesson 
for the Legislature. It provesthe necessity 
of protecting the State and city revenues 
from all kinds of licenses by providing a 
check on the Collector. All functions ex- 
cept the collection of the revenue must be 
taken out of his hands.

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A CONFIDENT CLOUD COMPELLER. 


Clayton Jewell’s talk about his rain- 
making is really encouraging. No matter 
what the barometer or hygrometer indi- 
cates, Mr. Jewell shoots up his gas, a cold 
current of air is created, and soon the rain 
comes down upon believerand unbeliever 
alike. The Rock Island Railroad pays $400 
a week for Mr. Jewell’s operations along 
ite line, and he enumerates a great number 
of showers of his creation'in Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Iowa, Texas and South Dakota, 

What most depresses Mr, Jewell is the 
religious opposition to his scheme. In 
communities where it has been customary 
to pray for rain his rain gas comes in 
competition with influential petitioners, 
and a mob of good men from one of these 
commupities sought to serve the Lord by 
smashing the Jewell apparatus, but he 
managed to ecare them off. At one point 
the people turned their barrels upside 
down and refused to catch any ofthe un- 
canny downpour. They probably would 
have been just as obstinate if Mr. J. had 
produced a rainbow for them. 

Bome people, however, readily take to 
the rain-making scheme. Spink and two 
other South Dakota counties want taxes 
levied to purchase the right to use the 
machine and materials. The Spinkers 
think they know a good thing when they 
see it. j 

Mr. Jewell, not satisfied with his pres- 
ent apparatus, proposes to have one 
that will produce raln instantly. 
Should the instant rain-maker prove 
a success, not only will all crops 
be saved, but the Rock Island Railroad 
will be able to turn the water on a mob in 
times of great public excitement, though 
it is likely that if this railroad should suc- 
ceed in providing rain for everybody all 
mankind would be so grateful that R. I.

The collapse recently of one of our st. Louis 
art stores recalls to the minds of those who 
take any interest in art matters that the 
failure of a picture store has become a very 


The past 
few years presents a most remarkable record 
in that line of business, and it is a lamenta- 
ble fact that far from making advances in 
proportion to the growth of the city the pic- 
ture business is a shining exception to the 
rule of general progress, and is to-day worse 
off than it was fifteen years ago. This seems 
incredibie, but itis true and a condition for 
which the art dealers are not to blame.

Fort Sypner, Neb., Jaly . -The 200 
bers of the Denver contingent of the Co 
army, who are here under arrest, are lig 
to be aMicted with an epidemic of typhoid 
fever. The symptoms are aiready man- 
fest, and there are at least tires 
well-Gefined cases of scurvy,, caused 
by their present food and  svrround- 
ings. The men have been confined 
more than a month in a small building, 
hardly large enough to accommodate one- 
half their number. Many of the prisoners 
have no blankets or other covering from 
damp night air and are compelled to sleep on 
the bare floor, which is overrun with ver“ 
min. They are without the most common 
conveniences generally granted to even the 
lowest class of criminals in all prisons. 

MANY SICK CALLS. 

The sick call every morning brings from 
twenty-five to Ofty before the doctor. The 
hospital istaxed to its atmostcapacity. A 
man must be very sick to get there and once 
in he has to trust to luck for recovery more 
than upon the treatment or medicines, 

The guard-house, however, is more easy of 
access, anda slight infraction of the rules“ 
entitles the victim to a three Gays’ residence
